Below our window Is the .square, that piece of 
greener>' enclosed by wrought-iron rails and gates, 
through which only the residents have entry.

Only a few years ago, the old re.sidential 
squares (the town hou.'^es mainly converted into 
offices, flats and lodging houses) were grimy and 
run-down.

All across 
the broads of Canada are men who 
flew these historic aircraft, which 
played so glorious a role in the Battle 
of Britain. The Churchillian eulogy 
may well he applied to the planes as 
fittingly it was directed to their 
pilots. Long outmoded they are by 
modem standards—a curiosity piece 


in fact for younger generations—but 
a wealth of sentiment lingers round 
them like a halo. They were the rock 
on which Hitler failed, enabling the 
allies to draw a renewed breath of 
freedom and gather strength for the 
danger ahead. 

In the postwar years it has been 
the proud place of the Hurricanes and 
Spitfires to lead the annual Battle of 
Britain fly-past commemorating the 
fateful days of 1940. This will be the 
last year to witness such participa¬ 
tion. The existing models are now’ old 
and integration with modem jets in 
the fly-past poses too great a hazard. 
The question is whether to let them 
moulder quietly in a hangar or put 
them on display as an abiding me¬ 
morial. Canadian Hurricane and Spit¬ 
fire pilots will echo The Times of 
London when it says; “They could 
appear at air show’s and ceremonies, 
to let both older and younger genera¬ 
tions see and admire the flghten 
which enabled the Few to prevail.”

Russia and the Arab States 


A ttention has been so fixed and 
focus.sed on the Geneva Confer¬ 
ence and associated matters - like 
Nixon's visit to the 
Soviet Union and 
now t h e coming 
Eisenhower^- Khru- 
Sihchev exchange 
of visits that one 
is apt to. overlook 
events and de\*el- 
opments elsewhere. 

In. for example, 
the Middle East. 

And yet quite important dev-elop- 
ments are taking place there, espec¬ 
ially in .Soviet policy towards Arab 
countries. 

.Soviet policy In the Middle East 
has passed through mUny phases 
sini'e the Revolution.^ Its objectives 
have remained ixinstant and indeed 
Identical with those of theT.saiist Em¬ 
pire since the closing years of the 
18th centurj’. They have been to ex¬ 
tend Russian influence and control 
southwards towards the Mediter¬ 
ranean and (in Molotov's phrase to 
Ribbentrop) “in the general direction 
of the Persian Gqlf.” But tactics have 
varied. 

it -k it 

In earlier pha.ses, for obvious geo¬ 
graphical rea.sons. Turkey and IVisia 
were the chief objects of 'Ttussian 
policy and of Russian asi)irations. 
After the Second World War this re¬ 
mained tnie at first. Thei-e was an at¬ 
tempt to detach the Persian A/erbaid- 
jan and^ to convert it into a .satellite < 
“People's Ilepubllc.’* There was a de¬ 
mand that Turkey should “restore” 
Kars and Ardahan to .Soviet Armenia 
and to lease military ba.ses on the 
Bo*»phoruM and the Dardanelles to tha 
Soviet Union. Both failed. 

It was piobably those failures 
which decided the .Soviet govepument 
to transfer its attefition to Af'ab coun¬ 
tries In which it had previously taken 
little interest. 

It is since the end of 1?M7 that Rus¬ 
sian activity tn these countries has 
developed. It has pa.s.sed through two 
phases. It Is now. I think, entering 
on the third phase.

It full reiognltion within a few* hours 
of the prtK’Iamation establi.shing it 
There were undoubtedly hopes — 
though false ones that Israel w’ould 
offer the most favorable chance for 
establishing a foothold in the Middle 
East. 

The change to Phase 2 came about 
after Stalin’s death. The policy was to 
be reversed. “Bourgeois nationalist'* 
governments instead of being at- 
tacke<i were to be courted and offered 
Soviet support and aid against “West- 
^ erp imperialism.” The new line was 
formally de<lared by the 20th Con¬ 
gress of the Communist Party as 
“correct Interpretation" of Leninism.

The first dramatic move was the 
offer of arms from the Soviet bloc 
countries to Egypt at the end of IMS, 
followed by the Cairo visit of Shkpi- 
lov in the early summer of 1956. with 
lavish offers of Ru.ssian e<*onomic aid. 
I .saw Shepilov in Cairo and 1 have 
no dijubt that he thought, as did 
manv people In the West, that Presi¬ 
dent Nasser could fasily be lured into 
the .Soviet bloc. 

Events w’hich I need not di.Hcuss 
here not only brought strained rela¬ 
tions between Egypt and the West; 
they also aroused strong anti western 
fe<‘)ings among the masses In the 
Arab countHes. Here was an oppor¬ 
tunity which could not be overlooked. 

When the third phase opened It 
was a mixture of the first two. Where, 
as in Egypt, “bourgeois nationalist’* 
governments seemed likely to l»e 
amenable to combination of pressure 
and favor, they were still to be 
putsonized and helped. But elsewhere 
“subversive activiti€*s” were to be re¬ 
sumed. 

It was a blunder. The Immediate 
effe< t was to alert and alarm Presi¬ 
dent Nasser. He made it clear that 
though he was ready to accept .’^viet 
ei-onomic aid. he had no intention of 
being drawn Into the “.'soviet" camp 
but was determined to follow his pol¬ 
icy of positK’e neutralism. He look 
strong measures again.st Egyptian 
(\>mmunists and “fellow travellers."

It W’as probably fear of the coming 
Communist coup in Syria that 
brought the sudden proclamation of 
the United Arab Republic • followed 
by the suppression of the Syrian Com¬ 
munist Party. Relations between 
Cairo and Mos<'ow’ have since then 
been cool though “friendly."

In Iraq the same pro<'ess Is taking 
pla<>e. Last year's revolution was 
hailed with enthusiasm In Moscow. 
Here w’ss another “bourgeois nation- ^ 
sllst" but “anti-imperialist" govern¬ 
ment to be wooed and won with 
promises of support and aid. If Kas- 
sem were backed against Nas.ser then 
Egypt, already a disappointment, 
could be ignored for a time. If Kas- 
sem. forced to turn to Iraqi Commun¬ 
ists for support, could be brought 
more or less under Communist con¬ 
trol. It W’ould be the biggest Russian 
diplomatic victory in the Middle East 
for a centur>’ and more. Molotov’s 
target of the Persian Gulf would be 
reached wlftiout firing a shot. 

But again the Communists seem 
to have been over-confident and over- 
hasty. Kassem like Nas.ser before him 
seems to have seen the red light. Ho 
is taking steps to ensure that there 
Is no Communist “take-over" and that 
the Communists do not get a grip on 
the machiner>’ of government. And 
there are signs, though only slight 
ones at the moment, that the common 
fear of Communist penetration may 
bring a detente between Baghdad 
and Cairo. 

^ It is too soon to prophesy with any 
confidence. But If these things do 
happen. It will be the end of tho 
third phase of .'Soviet policy. Whaf tha 
fourth will be. probably not even 
Khrushchev yet knows.

Objection has been made to so^alJed double Uxation 
in view of sales Ux levies on the sale of trailer homes. 1 
see very little difference between the principle of sales 
Ux paid on all materials that go into a regular home and 
sales Ux on the trailers. 

Regular land and building asaessmenU are now based 
on the selling price, which Ukes care of the argument put 
up by the trailer owners about double taxation. \IVith the 
terrific increases in taxes on the older homes ilr can be 
said that these homeowners are paying more than their 
equitable share of school and other levies. 

There are more homeowners (including dhe many 
retired older people! who now have no children to send 
to school and who are the least likely to own trailer homes. 
The suggestion by trailer owners that all purchasers of 
land and buildings be taxed the five per cent would surely 
be double taxation with a vengeance. 

It‘s a knotty problem and will surely have to he met 
equitably, bearing in mind the fact that school and other 
costs are mainly carried by those who own land. Possibly 
this question can be used as an argument in favor of 
federal and provincial governments paying for all school 
costs.

The only surefire protection is to 
net your most vulnerable crops. Used 
fish nets are offered from time to 
time in the classified columns of tho 
Colonist and can be stretched over 
wires to protect strawberries, peas, 
lettuce, etc. Next year, you might try 
sowing a little millet seed nearby, as 
I understand this is a powerful coun¬ 
ter attraction and 'nay lure the spar* 
rows away from your crops. 

DWARF HEDGE (J. C. D.. Sid 
ney). Lonicera nitida is an easy hedge 
plant to propagate from cuttings but 
is much too fast grow ing for a 12 inch 
dwarf hedge and would require al¬ 
most dally attention to keep if small 
and shapely. 

A much better bet would be the 
dwarf lavender. Munstead variety, or 
the dwarf Box. Buxus sempervirens 
suffruticosa. If a hedge just a little 
taller say about 18 inches —would 
.serve \*our purpose. Id like to see you 
try Lavender Cotton, .Santolina incana 
with ferny, silvery gray foliage. 
Cuttings from this plant will root as 
easily as mint. 


HARVESTING REETS- (F. U K., 

Victoria). There is no particular stage 
of maturity for harvesting beets and 
they can be dug w henever they have 
reached the desired size. Very large 
beets have a tendency to become 
woody and. for tenderness and flavor, 
it la beat to pull them somewhere be¬ 
tween golf ball and tennis ball size. 

Ease them out of the ground with 
a digging fork, using considerable 
care and gentleness, as a beet will 
bleed badly If the taproot is broken. 
Cut off the tops about 14 inches from 
the bulb—^some gardeners Insist they 
should be twisted off rather than cut 
and store in boxes of sand, .sawdust 
or even dry. sifted garden soil. The 
tops make good eating cooked like 
spinach. 

SPAKKOW TROI'BLKB (R ON., 
Victoria'. To the best of my knowl¬ 
edge, there is no spray or treatment 
which will deter sparrows from eat¬ 
ing up most of your berries and vege- 
vjl^bles. Some garden books recom- 
mi^nd steeping or simmering quassia 
chips in water and using the liquor 
as a spray to impart a bitter flavor

The dried stems and leaves of your 
“Old Man"—also known as Southern¬ 
wood are said to keep moths and 
ants away, while in France in the 
Middle Ages babies were- rubbed with 
the leaves in the belief that they 
would never thereafter feel the cold. 

You ask if there is also a shrub 
called "Old Woman." "'his is Artemi¬ 
sia stelleriana. also called Dusty .Mil¬ 
ler and Beach Wormwood. This is an 
excellent seaside plant, as Its natural 
ha'hitat is in sandy places close to the 
ocean.

The right of a radio station to do 
its own thinking and to express its 
own opinion was wnn in 1947 after 
a C.S. government agency handed 
down its Mayflower decision. One of 
the chief reasons Nathan Strausa 
bought WMCA in^New York was to do 
his own editorializing. Strauss led the 
fight to get that right and WMCA was* 
one of the first radio stations to ex- 
erci.se it. 

WMCA has been editorializing ever 
since and Peter Strauss. Nathan 
Straus.s’s .son and now president of 
the station, feels strongly that the 
experience of WMCA in controversial 
programming is of importance‘to all 
radio stations. In the pa.st year. 
WMCA claims to have doubled its 
audience. Its advertising growth has 
kept pace with its growth In audience. 
Yet no Republican .sponsor has ever 
ctimplained about the station's pre- 
drvninantiy Democratic outlook. No 
advertising agencies have expres.sed 
concern oyer the juxtaposition of com¬ 
mercials with editorials. 


father would jike to editorialize on 
but he won'^t do them unless he can 
offer an alternative or some possible 
solution to the problem. For instance, 
w e ve researched traffic in New York 
but he cotildn’t honestly recommend 
changes for traffic which woidd In 
anyway alle\iate the problem.

T he history qf the Comox Valley Is colored 
by charactei»s. One of the most unusual 
was Thomas Thompson, an enigmatic man. who 
arrived and departed a stranger 

One hot July day in the sumntter of 
a small, round shouldered lilshman. carry ing a 
lagged pack of blankets, walked into the Duni-an 
farm at Sandwick and asked for work. He said 
his name was Thomas Tliompson and that he had 
just come back from Ausliaiia. 

His clothing was worn and grubby. But the 
most distinguishing feature of Thoma^ Thomp¬ 
son was on his head; an old and batter^ stove¬ 
pipe hat. with four large holes bored! in the 
crown. What these holes were for w^s never 
discoverixl. and like the owner, remained a riddle. 

His age. which could have been anywliere 
from 40 to 70. was never known. 

Next to the Duncan »>a;n was g dilapidatiMl 
shack, and in this Thompaon made his h<*nne. In 
the centre of the €»ne ro<»m. a discarded kitchen 
stove was Instalietl along with a length of old 
stove->ipe. For some leason only known to 
Thomps*»n. this pipe and the lids off the top of 
sfo\e were never usahI. In.stead. all his rotAking 
was done over the open fire with the smoke bil¬ 
lowing around him Neighb«>is pas.sing by never 
teased to wonder htm lliompson could endure 
the smoke, which pouied out of the*open doorway. 
A man of few wants, with little con¬ 
cern for mnlertol com#«»rt», c««>klnc pots 
comdstod of tto sons airnng on a wire 
ac ross the mnne. A nail keg nerved for a 
chair, and bts bed was the floor. 

At stime time In his life, this Irish visitor 
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must have atsiuired a little education, for he 
rctuld wilte his name. and. apparently, read. 
Among his meagre pos-seseions was one book, 
on the life of the Duke of Wellington. 

Mrs. Duncan ai»metimes would like to have 
been rid of this tenant, and had suggested the 
idea to her hushand several times. But he caused 
no trouble. His habits were temperate enough. 
He didn t smoke or drink But he didn't wash, 
either. 

Apparently dirt didn’t bother Thompnon. Out¬ 
side his cabin d«»r stood a bucket of water lor 
drinking purposes. A neighbor passing by one 
hot day. noticed Thompson taking a drink from 
this bucket which was swarming with “wrigglers.” 
and called to him to watch out. With a grim 
humor befitting his taciturn manner, Thompson s 
reply was a philosophical, “let them wriggle 
now”! He downed his drink.

For Instance, he never learned to milk a 
cww. bnl h e de a d got all the akhn he 
wanted from the separator spout In 
typical faahkMi. the ran used for this pur¬ 
pose scMNi heeame thk-k on the Inalde with 
csiagulated milk. 

When given a paleh of onions to 
weed, he methodically pullAi all the 
onions and left the weeds. 

Perhaps due to his Irish background, the 
only plant Thompson was ever able to distin- 
guisb was the potato. 

Thompson stayed on in his cabin throughout 
the winter until the foBowing spring. By the 
summer of IHW. the whole country was buzzing 
with news of the gold strike in the Yukon. When 
gold fever struck the Como* Valley, the Irhdi- 
man was one of the first to succumb. The only 
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drawback was, though several parlies were mak¬ 
ing preparations to leave for the gold fields, non# 
of them would take him. 

Thompson must have had gf»ld fever pretty 
badly. If he couldn't get to the Yukon, he wai 
determined to search somewheie. So he teiok an 
old milk pan and started panning the gravel 
beaches along the Tsolum RlAer. When thil 
venture came to its inevitable and unpiofitabi# 
end, he decided to build a boat and sail to Alaska 
alone. 

From what the records tell u« this boat 
Thompson was taking his life in his hands, even 
to sail into Comox Bay. 

The boat was built of rough 1x12 hoardi, 
nailed together, and the M-ams calked with rags. 
With some small cf*nsideration for tlie magni¬ 
tude of the Intended journey, side wheel (laddles 
were installed to be turned by hand from the 
centre of the boat. 

It looked more like a pig troogb thaa 
a boat and was the laughing sfm-k of Ike 
on display at the agrieiiltiiral fair for an 
distriri. As a practical .H*ke. It was put 
admission of 25 rents, ‘lore than Sib waa 
c-olleeled and handetl o\er to TiHtnipson. 

Tliompson finally’ launched his ctration. and 
though lopsided and leaky, he k*aded it up. and 
headed for the Yukon. 

He turned up again in 10 days’ time, and 
said his paddles w ouldn t work. 

Then, my’steriously affluent, he t<iok a ship 
passage that summer from Comox wharf. He 
was returning to Peterborough. Ontario, where 
he said he owned property. 

An air of my.stery followed the man until the 
very end. About a month after his rkpaiture, 
it was reported he had been attacked by toughs 
on the train, and had jumped off and perished 
in the wibtorness north of Lake Superior.

VICTORIA HAD A TIME 


KEEPING UP 
with the JONESES' 


Such a hotel w*a8 the Domun- 
Ion, whK'h has borne its name 
longer than any other hotel in 
Victoria. 


Stephen Jones came here 
from Ontario in the 1870 s 
and bought the Orleans Hou.'^ 
and calU*<l it the Dominion. It 
was then a xxooden building, 
on approximately the same 
site as the Dominion of today. 
Into the place he moved Iiis 
family. s<i .the hotel bei*ame 
like a big house, with young¬ 
sters i4»mping all over the 
place, bui never annoying the 
guests. Mrs. Jones saw to that. 

Mr. and .Mr.s. Jones operated 
so populai a hotel that .<ionn 
an additi4>n was nece.s.sary. as 
we i»‘ad In The C'olonisU in 
July ol 1881: 

“Mr, Stephen Jones has 
built a two storey annex to 
his well known hotel on Yates 
Street, ne.ar Blanshaid. The 
addition contains 18 hand- 
somel> furnished rooms, all 
well lighte<l and ventilated. 
The iM-.st board and lodging 
are offered at reasonable 
raters, and Mr. Jones wants it 
understofMl emphatically that 
families with childrerT arc not 
objert»*<f to.” 

By mid .'•ummer of ISftO Mr. 
Jone.s (le<*id»‘d the picture.sque, 
comfori.ibie old wooden hotel 
would have to go. for Victoria 
wa.s grow ing, and the fame of 
the Dominion had spread, and 
so many pef>ple wanted to st.iy 
there thit the place wa.s 
always filled. Prospe<*tive 
gu<^ts were being turned 
away, and this Mr. Jones 
didn't like, he b»'lng a hard- 
headed bii.Nines.sman a.s xxeli as 
a genial ho.st. 

Victoi i.in.s W’ere sad. there¬ 
fore. when they read: “An old 
pi«>neei the Dominion Holel 
on Vat»»s .StM?ot is d«H>med. It 
has been an old landmark and 
has witru»s.s«‘d Victoria's pro- 
gres.s since way back in the 
50s, hut noxv it has to give 
way to the onward march of 
tipprovenierit. It will be de¬ 
molished to make room for a 
more rotsfern and commodious 
structure. The work will be 
commeiusfl next week. Tlie 
new building will have a front¬ 
age of 55 feet, and a depth of 
52 feet, with three storeys an<l 
a basement.” 

By this time Mr. Jones had 
trained his .son, Stephen, Jr., 
in the hotel business, and 
young Steve found he liki*d 
the Job. and he be<’ame hs 
notable a “mine host" as his 
father. 

“The old man.” as Steve. 
Sr, was called—and he knew 
it, and he liked it—died in his 
hotel in 183.1. and that year, 
in a spex-ial edition on Victoria, 
the Colonist said: ‘Those of 
the traveling public who de¬ 
sire g<MHi acf'ommodation and 
a quiet and comfortable tem¬ 
porary home to which a 
family may he taken with per- 
f«^ct confidence will find such 
a place in the Dominion Hotel. 
This hotel is situated on Yates 
Street, near the corner of 
Blanshard. and while not over 
one square from the post of¬ 
fice, and but a .short distance 
from the business centre of the

town It is. front the absence of 
adjoining places of business, 
very qqiet and retired. 

“In tlie well lighted reading 
room will be found all lh<^ 
latest magazines and nc\xs.s 
iwipers. maps and guide.s. and 
desks stocked with stationery 
for the convenience of guesis. 
Tlie prices range from $1 to 
$1.50 p«‘r day. according to 
location of the room.” 

The Dominion was proud of 
its special feature: “A free bus 
is run to and from all boats 
and trains and every effort 
made by the genial proprietor. 
Mr. Stephen Jones, Jr., to H4*e 
that the comfort of his guests 
is considered in every way b\ 
all connected with the es 
tablishment.” 

Mr. Jones kept his mother 
on in her own suite in the 
growing Dominion. There flie 
received her many friends, for 
she was widely known, and 
often her old mother. Mrs. 
NIchol.son, came in by carriage 
from her farm in the Lake 
district. 

Old Mrs. Nk-hniHOfi died in, 
June of 1897. and the Colonist 
told of hen life and her family: 

“Death came unherald<vf 
yesterday to a lady who. if 
not the oldest resident of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, counted but few 
seniors among the earliest of 
the pioneers. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Nicholson, tof Lake, w’a.s born 
in Killarney, Ireland, before 
the century was a year old. 
and xs'as. therefore, in the 
prime of womanhood when 
Quexm Victoria ascended the 
throne. In 1852 Mrs. Nicholson 


and h«*r late husb.ind wet t to 
Ontario wheie for 10 >ea»s 
thex made their h»>me. after- 
waids moving still fuith«i' 
west and Ixvoming, even 
though "well on in y»*ais’ 
pion^vis of this new countiy. 

'Their farm in J.ake district 
Is now the htnnestead and 
headquarters of a numerous 
family, children, gi andchildren 
and great grand<‘hildren num 
b«*iing in all utmards of tiO. 
One of the sons. Thomas 
Nicholson of Victoria West, 
for many years played an im- 
(Mu tant (>ai t in tl»e i^ucational 
affairs' of Victoria and the 
province. His brothers John 
.Jose(>h and George are equally 
well-known throughout the 
country, although their nam«*s 
are (xerhaps. less familiar to 
city folk. Three ^daughteis. 
Mrs. Goxxdx, Mrs. Jones and 
Mrs. Lindsay of this city .sur¬ 
vive. w^iile '^5 graruk’hildien 
and 22 gieat grandchildren 
complete the interesting fam- 
ilx. Mr. Nichol.sTHi pass«^d from 
life .some 20 \ears ago; his 
venerable wife has for years 
(xast made her home w’ith her 
son Jost'ph at the homestead 
at l.,ake. There she ended h^r 
da>» in p<*rfect (>eare. death 
coming while she sle|>t.”

The bells in Chri.st Church 
Cathedral are eight in num 
her. Just the same as in West 
minster in London. They were 
installed in July of 19.16 by 
E. W. Izard, wlw is still the 
chief i*inger. They are tuned 
to the scale of D Flat. As with 
all good bells, they have three 
fairly distinct notes, the “fun¬ 
damental.” the “nominal “ an 
oetave above and the “hum- 
note” an octave below’. 

They range in size from the 
Treble bell, 2 feet 7 inches In 
diameter and 633 pounds in 
weight to the big Tenor bell, 
4 feet 7 inches across and 
weighing weH over a ton and 
a half—^.295 pounds. 

They are all named. Among 
them are “H.M. King George 
V.” “Queen Mary' and “Paul 
of London.** Their stories and

February, 4944, is one from 
Queen Juliana of the Nether 
lands; October, 1951, from the 
Primate of Canada; June.

January, 1955. from the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury. 

These, surely, are very 
famous bells. 

But. by them.selves, sus¬ 
pended high In the Cathetlral 
tower, the bells wcmld Mcarrely 
have achiev(-d any fame at all. 
Music is ctmipo.stMl to be play 
ed and play's are w’ritten to be 
acted. So. too. the bells are 
there to be rung. They arc not 
museum pieces but joyou.sh' 
active in their great and singti 
lar contributiun to the hie 
of the city. 

And who imparts their activ 
ity? 

Naturally, the most prom! 
xient person is the chief hell 
ringer, E. W. Izard, to whom. 

I suspect, the bells are aome 
thing a good deal knore than 
mere inanimate shells tuned 
to the scale of D flat. 


But what seemed to me to 
be a bit surprising was the fa< t 
that there are at least five 
feminine bell ringers. .Margaret 
Izard. .Mary H.iilow, .Nome 
(Guthrie and si.siei.s, .Maigaret 
anti i’atricia Huine. One might 
have to go g ii*ng way to dis- 
rovei another in.stance of two 
sisteis equally employed and 
equally interested in this 
rathei sjK-cialized art 
Vlaigaiet llurne. who usu¬ 
ally iin;.;s the ttiird bell, has 
Ufn b«ll littging for nine 
years since .slu* was 12 years 
old. Patricia, at 19. ha.s five 
years of expei amce*behind her 
and she It is who looks after 
the 7Ulipound Treble bell If, 
a.s usage.has it. it takes tiio 
years to make a b<*ll rlngCr, 
txiih .Margaret and Patricia 
must be* fully accomplished. 

This. I think, is not alone 
•nteresting and, perchaiuv. 
also rare but it is .signifiiant. 
It means that the ancient, 
honorable and pleasant art of 
bell ringing has an interest for 
all ages. And the brightest fu 
ture for any art or pursuit is 
best assured when its cause 
is accepted and its continua- 
t'on guaranteed by those who. 
themselves, must hold the 
very futuie in their hands.

. In the realm of food AuguM Is the month of 
fulfillment . . . gardens give and give and give. 
One of the blesjunga of this month of plenty. Is 
corn. Garden fresh and sugar sweet, is there 
ai>ythlng better? 

Cooking corn Is a simple affair ... the main 
thing is that it should travel swiftly from garden ' 
to pot. Jhe most popular way to cook it is In 
boiling water . . . remove the husks, remove the 
ailk with a stiff brush. Place corn in a kettle 
with a small amount of wafer. Cook covered 
not more than sis to eight minutes, do not salt 
until practically done. Kitchen tongs to remove 
the l^ar.s Item the boiling water could .save burned 
fingers. 

There Is nothing more splendid In the way 
©f eating than a cob of corn dripping with butter. 
Tass the salt and the pepper grinder, please. 

THRKK IS A H ATKKI.K-SS WAY of cooking 
rorn. Remove the husks and use the inner ones 
to Hne the bottom and sides of a heayy kettle. 
Place ihe ears in the pan and cover with more 
busks. Cover the kettle tightly and place over a 
b)W heat. C«H»k about 20 minutes, remove the 
lid and the top hu.sks. salt and butter the cobs 
I use a pa.sfry brush', replace the cover, turn off 
the heat and allow. to st^nd for five minutes. 
&ikes alive! I forgot to tell you to wet the hu.sks 
bi'fure putting tl-.em into the pan. This is im¬ 
portant. jUs this mol.sture Is wh.it creates steam 
to cook the corn. I’se the very lowest h«*at. With 
this method none of the goodne^ of tlie corn 
b lost. 

For outdoor cooking there are two ways to 
do corn. . . . Done in their husks or wrapped in 
aluminum foil. Eloth produce admirable results. 
Roasting In the husks . . . strip the hu.sks down 
to the end of the cob but tear off. strip off the 
ailk. Bru.sh the kernels with seasoned butter, 
then pull the husks up arourul the cob and tie 
the tips together With string. Lay the com on 
the grill and cover with a plete of clean burlap 
which has been dipped In warm water and rung 
out slightly. This keeps the husks moi.st whil# 
the corn steam grills. Turn the ears several times 
while cooking and keep the sack moist. Ciok 
about l.V minutes. 

The husks may brow’n aniti char slightly but 
the inskle will be beautifully moist. 

If you prefer foil . . . take off the husks and 
the silk, brush with sea.soned butter and wrap 
each ear separati ly In foil. ;Screw the ends to 
a close. These will take 15 to.20 minutes to cook, 
according to the heat of your grill. These, too, 
ahould be turned several times while cooking. 

HERB SKASONRO CORS is good ... for six 
tars you will ne<*d one-quarter cup soft butter, one 
teaspoon dried rosemarv’ and one half teaspoon 
diied marjoram. Mix well and brush on ears of 
corn before roasting. 

Pimento batter halls arew nice touch 
If you want to he fam-y. To make . . . 
cream four taMespouns nuishcd pimento 
with half a cup of soft butter. .Make Into 
halN and chill. 

Sometimes there are a few ears of com left 
aver. H(ere are a couple*of suggestions for using 
tliem: i 

Cut the kernels from the cobs and tosa until 
piping hot In melted butter. Add curry* powder to 

taste. 
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Then there Is “Corn Amadine“ . . . again cut 
the corn from the cobs, again melt some butter 
but this time well add almonds. Blanched, 
slivered and toasted almonds, lieat corn, butter 
and almonds with the seasoning of 5’our choice. 
When piping hot turn out into a heated bowl and 
sprinkle with chopped parsley. Very pretty and 
very good. 

Don't let the corn sea.«on slip by without 
making at least one batch of com fritters. These 
elegant morsels are wonderful with roast beef 
or with anything else, for that matter. They are 
delicious with a green salad for lunch. Cut the 
tender tips of the kermis from about six ears 
of corfi. then scrape the c<»be to get the rest of 
tlM* corn pulp from the cob. You will need two 
cups. Now sift together one and a half cups all¬ 
purpose flour, two teaspoons baking powder, half 
a teaspoon salt. Add two well beaten eggs and 
enough milk to make a stiffish batter. Fold in 
the corn. Drop the batter from a tablespoon into 
de«-p hot fat 375*. Fry the color of an autumn 
leaf. Diain on absorbent paper and serve piping 
hot. 

C.KRRN FRESH CORN is only part of the 
bounty of corn. Ground dried corn, otherwise 
known at corn meal. Is s staple in most kitchens. 
The story of corn has always been surrounded 
with mystery and legend. The American Indian 
believed that corn was the gift of the Great Spirit 
When Columbus came to these shores, he dis¬ 
covered. along with a new land, a new grain, 
com. He carried It back to the Old World with 
him. 

In the early days o| Indian culture, teaching 


the young girls to grind com was a vital part of 
their tiaining. The skill and care shown by the [ 
girl at the milling stone determined what kind of 
wife she would become. The girl who was slow 
and la/.y at her com grinding wouki not make a 
good wife. The one who was careful and thoi^ 
ough was the ‘"catch’* of the village. The earliest 
Indian bread was made by mixing coarse ground 
corn with water and salt and baking it in thin 
cakes on flat stones or ion a hoe in the ashes of 
the fire. This made a brown, crisp, delk ious cake 
and is the forerunner of the still famous southern 
hoe cake. 

Over the years corn ha^ been inv 

pToved. Today we have a hybrid r«»rn that 

Is sweeter and with a more tendt-r kernel. 

The by-produ4-ts of this grain are numerout 
. • . the one we are concerned with at the 
moment Is cornmeal. With a package of this on 
your shetf, you have the makings of many fine 
dishes from breakfast to dinner to iieiitime. 

We have just had our bedtime ttip of coffee 
with corn muffins fi-esh out of the oven. To 
give you a recipe literally hot off the'griddle, I 
mixed up and baked .some cornmeal muffins just 
«minutes ago. Hot with slathers of butter they 
were really good. Here is the recij>e. It is a bit 
different to my own old rei-ipe. so deckled to try 
it out and no time like the present even if it was 
10 o’clock at night. Two cups coirimeal. A tea- 
spoon.s baking powder, 1 teaspoon sait. 2 cups boil¬ 
ing water—and it should be boiling—I cup cold 
milk. 2 eggs and 2 tablespoons melted butter. Sift 
the cornmeal and the salt, scald with the boiling 
water. Keep stirring while you add the water, 
then quickly pour in the cold milk to keep from 
lumping. .Add the eggs and beat well. Last add 
the baking powder and the melted butter. Pour 
Into com stick molds, individual pv rex molds or 
muffin pans. Grease well and dust liberally with 
flour. Bake in a preheated 450degiee ovsn. 
They take about 20 minutes. I halveil the reclp# 
which made 8 muffins. I used muffin tins as 1 
don’t own corn stick molds (some day I hope to 
treat myself to this interesting tuiking accessor^. 

Split each muffin and put in a pat of butter. They 
melt in your mouth. 

WHEN THEY Bl TC HERRD a pig down OH 
tl»e farm. Grandma would make 'Scrapple lor 
breakfast. I believe this famous cornmeal dish 
originated in Penn.sylvania. but it certainly was • 
popji^ar breakfast dish in Ontario w hen I was a 
little girl The follow ing is a recipe in my mother’a 
, writing in an old hand written cook boc*k. It calls 
for 1 pound of fresh pork, 2 teaspoons .salt and IK 
cups cornmeal. 

Simmer pork In water until very tender. Ra« 
move meat from broth, cool and chop. Chill th« 
broth and remove all the fat. Ackl enough water 
to the broth to make 1 quart. Add meat and salt 
to broth, heat to boiling. Combine cornmeal with 
2 cups cold water. Add to boiling liquid, stirring 
constantly. Cook slowly for 20 minutes. Four 
Ihto a loaf pan and 4et stand overnight. In th# 
morning turn out and cut in quarter inch ellcsa. 

Dip In dry cornmeal and fry In pork drippings. 
Serve with butter and maple syrup. I like to mold 
It in 15-ouDce vegetable tins which make round 
slices. If your family is In the “bore<i w ith break- 
fast” categor>*, tr\' them with 5krappl€. Tht 
fragrance alone will make them sit up and takt 
notice. 

Cornmeal has long been a favorite for bread¬ 
ing. It gives a crisp, light coating to fried food 
that seals In the juii'es, keeping the inside moist 
and delicious. For a thin coatmg, roll fish, sea¬ 
food or chicken In seasoned cornmeal. For g 
heavier coating, as for veal cutlets, mix equal 
parts cornmeal and flour. Dip meat in slightly 
beaten egg to which 1 tablespoon of water has betB 
Added, then In the cornmeal mixture. r 

Vit could say that com is as fine a gift as tht 
New World ever made to the Old. It might N 
considered our tpicurian reply to the spicef 01 
Cathay.

The continuing concern this 
problem ha.s generated is re¬ 
flected in the writings of Rrich 
Fromm, a disciple of Fi'eud, 
but is most fully and philo.so- 
phk*ily treated in his book, 
Man for Himself (Rinehart).

Man for HliiiM-lf is a philoso¬ 
phical and humanist approach 
to the tiiH:linique and revela¬ 
tions of psyciioana lytic sci¬ 
ence.. Tiiis was a daring thing 
lor the author, himself a psy¬ 
choanalyst. to do in this era 
W'hen science reigns supreme, 
and the ego is regarded as the 
slave, not the master of our 
suhM'onscious. 

Fromm took basic issue with 
this subjective and relativist ap¬ 
proach to human conduct, for 
he had come to the conviction 
that “psychology’ mnst not 
only debunk false ethical 
Judgements, but can. beyond 
that, be the basis for hutding 
objective and valid norms of 
conduct.” 

“Psychology cannot be di¬ 
vorced from philosophy and 
ethics nor from .sociology" and 
economics,” he maintains in 
his inquiry’ Into social and per¬ 
sonal bases for a fn^itful, 
happy, responsible life.

I T WAS FROM Ml' OIJ> CHIEF, the 
hUe CommlMioBer ef II.C. Police Jobs 
Hush McMuUin, that 1 firtt heard, yean 
ago, of Geoffrey Astoa. Apparently 
they'd served together in a south Koot¬ 
enay police district after the South 
African war. And from some of Colonel 
McMullin's anecdotes of early day pro¬ 
vincial policins came aLM> my realisa¬ 
tion that not all the '^gentlemen adven¬ 
turers'* were linked with the Hudson's 
^ Ray^ Company. A goodly number were 
In B.C.*s pioneer constabulary. 

The force had been 40 years in exiMence when 
bugles blt*w fur the South African war and adven* 
tuious westerners leaped into the saddle to make 
the name of Lord Strathcona's Horse famous at 
home and abroad. When they returned, some had 
s changed outiook; they wanted something on 
**civvy stret^t* more adventun»u.s than the office, 
factory or farm. Fertiaps a few western police¬ 
men in their ranks helptMl the altenni viewpoint. 
Anyway that's how returning men like John H. 
McMullin, W, L. Fernie. J. A. Fraser and Aany 
others Joined the provliiclal police at the Iturn 
of the century. 

With them was Aston, who'd already seen 
servk'e with the Northwest Mounted Police in 
Alberta, before the prefix *‘Koyar' and before 
there was an Alberta. In those days it was North* 
west Territory. 

In poliw work most of the ex Strathoonas did 
well.

Twenty years later the .«t*-appinp lancer had 
finished with Imlia and the Army, and was 
.Sergeant Geoffiey Aston of the Northwest 
Mounted Polke, .stationed in Alberta, and one 
l-rUtay afternoon in the latter’part of Ortober, 
1H99. you would have found him on a train leav¬ 
ing Calgary for B.C., on the trail of a murderer. 

The story cf the case wen. back 16 months, 
to Ponoka- between Ldmoi.ion anck Ked Deer — 
when a farmer called Nelson Hagle quit the dis- 
trict -and a wife and two children—to seek work 
in Etlmonton. Later his worried bndher in the 
States a.sked 4he NWMP to find him. All that 
coukl be lea ned was that farmer Hagle had gone 
to Edmonton to look for work and hadn’t been 
heard of since. 

THE ENQITRIES were made In September, 

1898. and Mrs. Hagle said her husband left in 
June. Nothing further transpired until October, 

1899, when Mary Hagle and her mother came in 
to the police post at Red Deer to complalir of 
the actions of a nearby bachelor rancher called 
Ledgerwood. Seems he’d been making a nuisance 
of himself around the Hagle place; in fact more 
than a nuisance. The charge against him was rape. 
Ledgerwood. 67, was picked up by the police 
and. faced with the serious charge, beckoned 
Sergt. Evans to one side because he also had a tale 
to tell. 

Mrs. Hagle. he saM. had on one oecnahm i 
dlM-losed to him that her husband was dead, 
and suggested he aaarry her Later wheu Mm 
e«Niple got a little nsnre Intimate, she ie> 
vrakd that Hagle had been killed by her 
brother. Tom Quigley, who had burled her 
husband's body near Lacombe. 

When Mrs. Hagle turned up at R^ Deer a 
week later to give evidence against Ledger- 
WAAod she found the police fore Interesting in her 
husband than his wife’s honor. With a little direct 
questioning she conf€*8.sed to being a witness to 
the killing and letl Sergt. Evans and a coroner 
to the banks of lonely Wolf Creek, 14 miles north 
of lacombe where, after a little exploratory dig¬ 
ging. they exhumed the body of the unfortunate 
Hagle, whose skull showed signs of having been 
battered by some blunt instrument. 

Ai'cording to Mrs. Hagle. the crime occurred 
a few week.s after she and her hu.«:band settled in 
Alberta from Wisconsin. She and her husband and 
children were biMiig driven from P<.noka to 
lacombe by her brother, when he and Hagle got 
into a violent quarrel as they sat on the front 
scat of their wagon. Suiklenly Quigle> threw the 
reins arourd Hagle's neck and choketl him into 
insensibility, then flung him off the rig and beat 
him over the head with a hammer. He dragged 
the btHiy Into the nearby brush, and returned 
the next day to dig a shalk.w giave and dispose 
of his Itandiwork. Backgrounding the crinM was 
j^a hint of an unusual association between brother 
lind sLster. which provoked JealoiNy on the part 
of Quigley. 

MKS. HAGI.E seemerl unaffected by these di»- 
closures, and In fact went to sleep In the police 
rig on the way back. She was charged as an 
aixeusory after the fact, the charge against 
I.edgerwood was dropped, arxi the search was on 
for Quigley. He hadn't been seen for montha. 

Thomas Alva Quigley came from Missouri, a 
tough and hot tempered character in his early 
’3Us. .Sergt. Aston knew him because he'd picked 
him up on a theft charge three years before, when 
he had called himsell Hayes. 

In curious fashion it fell to Aston to pick up 
the first clue to his whereabouts Searching the 
Hagle house after Mrs. Hagle’s arrest, he came 
across some letters and although they were un- 
sigiMd, they might have conM from Quigley. 
Trouble was, they were In a sort of cryptic code, 
and it took Aston hours of puzzling before he 
unravelled them. They'd been ingeniously v&ritten 
to his .sister addressing the envelope to some 
mythical person with an “off beat" name in some 
small town in Manitoba. Top left hand comer 
of the envelope bore the instruction: *T1 not 
called for In five days return to Mrs. Mary Hagle, 
Ponoka. NWT*. 

After five days the poatmaMer had endoaed 
It in an another envelope and re^uldressed It aa 
instructed. 

Aston’s study of the Mtlers brought him to

the conclusion that Quigley was somewhere near 
Kamloops, B.C., possibly working with a gang 
of men in some construction camp. Apparently 
he’d rct'ently mashed his finger and had to havs 
the nail removed, and also had treatn^ent for a 
scalp disease. 

Aston got the Job of f«»llowing up hl« con- 
elusions, and Just as he was leaving Calgary 
on the train he was handed word that threo 
men wanted In Winnipeg ff»r the murder of a 
man called Gordon had been traced to Calgary 
and might be beating their way toward B.C. 

At Field, B.C.. during thv- train’s brief atop, 
Aston’s quick enquiry told him that the wanted 
tilo had possibly passed that point on a freight, 
and he imght get word of them at Revelstoka. 

As hts train labored through the canyons of 
the Rockies, Aston had a quiet word with the con¬ 
ductor. and Just before they reached Revelstoko, 
the conductor hastened back to impart an Im¬ 
portant piece of new's. The wanted men were at 
that moment riding the coalpile on the engines 
tender! 


IT W'.AS A MOMENT for split second dec!#. 
Ion, and when the train stoppe<l at Revelstoka 
A.ston waa off like a shot to quickly brief a pro¬ 
vincial policeman on the platform. Together tha 
pair headed for ths tender Just as the fugitives 
were climbing off. There was a brief chase, an 
even briefer tussle (when Aston knocked out the 
biggest member of the trio), and in a mlnuts 
or two .he handcuffed men were bundle J aboard 
the train seconds before it pulled out. 

At Kamloops. Aston put his prisoners In the 
provincial Jail, then with a co-operative police 
chief made the rounds of local doctors to see 
who’d treated a man for a fingernail Injury In 
the past few months. He found finally that Dr. 
Proctor had done the Job. and had also later 
treated the man for a skin malady on his head. The 
doctor didn't know the patient’s name or where 
he came from.

The pustniaster furiiKhed the infi rmation 
that letters fur Hayes had been re addressed 
to White’s camp, a (*un%lriiclioii gang htillding 
the new nnid to Fish loike. 

It was dusk when the tenacious Aston ariived 
at the camp, and Quigley, alias Hayes. wa.« soon 
under arrest. Aston was just in time, for Quigley 
bad been fired lhat afternoon and was preparing 
to pull out. The thought mreurred to the sergeant 
that if he’d missed his train at Revelstc*ke. h« 
might have returned to Alberta with only thiee 
murderers, instead of four! 

Convicted of manslaughter a month later, 
Quigley got ten years. 

By now the South African war was bfcokon- 
Ing. and the man who'd been one of the famous 
••Death or Glory" boys joined Strathcxnia's Home. 

When peace came and he was disrhargerl, en- v 
thused with the ideas of his buddies, men like/ 
McMullin, Feinie and Fraser, they all joine<l the 
B.C. Police. 

Rookies together. Aston was posted to Golden 
In April, 1903. He was there three years, then t 
•erv'ed a couple of years at Midway down in the 
Cascade country, until he moveri on to Hosmer 
for a year. Here be was under McMullin, chief 
constable of the Fernie district. Finally In 1911 
he was moved on to Penticton, and it was here 
In March. 1912. that Provincial Constable Ge<jflie‘y 
A.<iton found out the true meaning of •’deaih or 
glory." 

AFTER A STOKE HOl.DI'P at South Kilowna 
on the night of March 16, 1912, police throughout 
the Okanagan were alerted to be on the lookout 
for the lone bandit, Identified as Boyd James, an 
American cow boy -and deserter from the U.S. 
army—described as "armed and dangerous."

Although James has been it lievod of one gun, 
tinkr«own to Aston in' had another, a tiny .22, in a 
holster under his aimpit. That night, on the 
Meamer, as the prisoneis ex copied a top bunk, 
James asked for a drink of water. As the police 
officer extended the glass, James drew the .22 
and pulled the trigger in Aston's face, The gun 
misfired as Aston made a prab for the weapon, 
but a m-ond iater a bullet struck him In the 
forehead, and he fell to I lie cabin floor with a 
giokn. 

’The sound of the shot went unnoticed on the 
■hip and next morning at deybrrak the prisoners, 
who had now releascxl themselv€*s Irtm their 
shackles, slipper! ashoie at Peachland to take the 
wagon road that skirted the lake. 

Later Aston was discovered, and when the 
ship tourheiJ at Kelowna he was rushed to hoa- 
pitel. The bullet imbedded In hla brain made 
an operation impossible and he lingered between 
life and death for ten days, then died, during 
which time the fugitives were rounded up.

T he familiar design of Canada i ailver 
dollar is at once a hifh tribute and a poor 
advertisement for a pioneering company which 
helped develop the countr>'. ^ 

The design—\oyageura In a freight laden— 
canoe was chosen as a tribute, not an advertise¬ 
ment for the Hudson's Bay Company, but about 
the only people who recognize it are coin col¬ 
lectors. 

One of the packages in the canoe is marked 
HEC, but the letters are so small they are almost 
unnoticeable. So to that extent, only, they are a 
pool advertisement. 

The coin represents one of the very designs 
In woild coinage which incorpoipates the trade¬ 
mark of an existing company.

SOMETHING SIMILAR ^and this is only from 
memory) existed for some time in the United 
States when there was a shortage of jsmall change. 
Metal shells, like hollow buttons, were prepared 
and postage stamps were put In khem with a 
window of clear mica over the stamps for protec¬ 
tion. ' 

The denomination of the stampj provided the 
value of the “change” and the reverse of the 
shell aometime.s had advertising stMmped into it. 

Need has dictated a lot of oddities In coinage 
throughout the worid. Including the British Co¬ 
lumbia gold $l piece Issued by merchants, but 
need can hardly explain Canada's 1937 $20 bank¬ 
note. 

The front looks like a $20 bill, but the ‘reverse 
uses the design from the reverse of a 1935 $500 
note—an allegorical figure with a sickle, sur¬ 
rounded by produce t>f the country. 

Only the denomination was changed to protect 
the Bank of Carjula.

THERE IS NO COUNTRY In the world which 
produces Its coins graduated in size as they are 
graduated In value. Canada, of course, starts off 
with a small coin for a cent and a larger one 
for iti nickel, but then drops the size down lor 
the dime. 

Size is usually limited or determined by the 
value of the metal from which the coin la minted, 
but there was an unusually practical reason for 
the size of Canada’s old, large cent. 

These were exactly one inch in diameter, and 
100 of them, in new condition, weighed exactly 
one pound. .

This was designed by Sir Bertram MacKennal 
In 1910 for the first coinage of Ggorge V'a reign, 
but was never used In Canada until 1936. 

The design was used lor coinage In more than 
40 countries of the British Empire.

THE CANADIAN NAVY HAS DEVELOPED|

|OW DOES ONE TEIX the Mtory 
of the Roy»l Canadian Navy'a un¬ 
dersea teanM? 

Doent one start with the bitter, blaek 
roM of the Artdio where they learned by 
painful and patient eiperience routines 
that would save the NATO nationa 
mMions in defensive works? 

Does one start with the sulm divers of Hali¬ 
fax who. day after day, were joined by a playful 
white whale when they went for the early mom- 
ins Hmherins up exercise? 

D»)es one enter the narrative hi way of the 
Hshtet vein, as when the 25 foot :«hark swam 
lazily alongside the training float in Esquimalt 
haihor to the c'onstematkm of those who didn’'t 
recognize its variety ? It was a harmless basking 
•hark. 

Or does one abruptly announce that this 
Is the story of some of the boldest, most highly 
skilh^d and proudest men In the naval service, who 
may—even in peacetime be called upon to do 
the most hazardous and exacting of ji>bs. They 
may he alone In the Niml depths of the sea: or 
fhtn ma\ be alone with bonob or mine with a 
Umeru<i«* tU-king towards eternity. 

TheM' men are trained vin all sorts of demo¬ 
lition. as well as in the clearance and recovery 
oi mines. 

And when ti e expetts speak of demolition, 
ll»ey have in mind the endless vaiudy of lethal 
mechanisms they have studied and the equally 
lm|Me>sive permutations they suggest. In the 
last big war a demolition man's p<*rsonal mechan- 
Icxi equipment weiglied six and a half tons! And 
moat of these (cols were little -tilings, no heavier 
tlun a walclunaker's apparatus. 

All three branches of the. Canadian armed 
servaxW have their demolition teams, of course, 
but the navy’s are required to understand and 
be cxK«p*»tent to.cope with the wider range of 
responsibility, simply for the rea.son that, as well 
a.s the ordinary land-side ordnance likely to be 
efKSHinlered, there ace the weapons of the sea— 
the tbrpedo. the mine and who knows what else? 

Let's consider the diver In his normal way of 
life. InridentsBy. through all four stagers of hi.s 
atlvaneing instjniction. the navy diver hj doing 
praetk*^ training His basic duty Is defensive. 
Canadir has no offensive role In NATO”s iinder- 
Ihesi'a sriangements. So the diver s’ first con¬ 
cern U fniiie clearance and recovery. I'learanee- 
may entail .simple demolition. But it-may mean 
wiMdng the explosive from ItC bed. di.sarmtng the 
thing, and bringing the w^ole deadly apparatus 
to s*»me plaie wiierc It can be studiecL 

Wheie Is the minesweeper all thi.s time, and 
the Oiiqte.sa sweep of the last war which cut the 
r une- adt ift from their anchors and allowed the 
Runners to destroy them? Well, they are still 
liris* Hut nowadays the aim of the woiicfs navies 
I. the unsweepable mine. Without going too 
d.H.ply bilq that matter, let u.h assume that such 
a mine exists. Hji whereabouts may be known. In 
a ger»eral sens**., but the ship caimot see, sweep 
or d«*molisl^ It. 

.So dow n guiM the diver. He becomes a hunuui 
nUnrsweeper! 

He may ride a sort of underwater sea aJed, 
guiding it down to the depths. Or he may swim 
fnvly. Ilf any event, it is up to him to find the 
mine and deal with it as.^instructed. To ass^ist 
him he has equipment •! a nature and effective- 
ne.sA.whk'h the navy keeps **clas.siiied.’' But It’s 
a big help. In deep water a diver has no light 
for hu search. Nor can he alwavs use a torch. 
f-»r, h«»ma> he dealing with liglit .sen.siiive booby 
tups k) explosive met hani.sm.*: 

The RCN. among the NATO navies, was first 
to use the swi.m diver In ship repair work. 'Hie 
navv .s swim divei is like the rtvilian frogman. It’s 
a ditfereni'e in nomenclature, largely. But It was 
m’its si'irt'h for economies that the RCN put Its 
d.vm to work in ship repair. That’s another part 
of this versatile seaman's underwater duties: 
welding, rutting, rudder and piofiellor work. He's 
DUide himself extraordinarily proficient In such 
skicliries. \ 

BfNich clearing In the .Arctic Is one of the 
diver'.s sp«vudties. He’s been doing that sort of 
V lor the past four years. He was with the 

^lc»*bieaker Labrador when she still woie the white 
ensign. He gained knowledge of Inestimable 
value to him!»«*lf and hU allies. 

For deeji diving the navy still uses "the hard

And In a pinch he can carry out an idfen- 
aive role. 

T'nere was an occasion recently when the 
Canadian army asked the navy to-ciillaborate in 
an exeic ise. They wanted swim divers to attempt 
to penetrate the guard at Mary HilL 

IN SPITE of the fact that the troops were 
alerted, the black-clad swim thvers got through— 
not all of them, but enough to have accomplished 
a work of demolition. 

The officer in charge of the diving srhool— 
and the diversif:ed training ft «*mbrac**-; is Lt. 
Cdr. B. F. Ackerman of Peterborough, Ont., 
originally. y 

It seemed logical to a.sk him hpw the people 
with him were "indoctrinated.' to td speak how 
they were kept from nerv'ous exhaustion and ten¬ 
sions which would break them. 

Thi.s is how’ he explained It: 

“We lean over backwards In training to be on 
the safe side.

'TheffY ai«' good boohs, this naval ex¬ 
pert adds, availabir throngh snppHent mt 
diving equipawnt that shtiald he read, and 
undershiud. h> anyone going under w ater. 

It is aha* wise to take out member- 
ship ia one or other of the “skin diving" 
chilts. .M<m 4 of them have an earellent 
training pragram. sound rrguIntkMis and 
the best of all advice: “the best safety 
devii*e of all Is a diving companion." 

"We would never allow a nruin to 
div€‘ alone.said Commander Ackerman. 
“Even a little accident can turn into a big 
ope under water.”

At 250 to 300 feet, under Ihesj- ctm- 
ditions. It takes a very well disciplined 
and experienced man to cany on."

Much confusioji resulted 
fM’‘m the stoumship companies' 
liacticc of pili.ng outfits on 


the beach haphazaard leaving 
the passengers te find their 
own outfits. Horses and cattle 
W'ere uiu'eicfnoniou.sly dum()e«l 
overboard from the lower 
deeks of the steamers to swim 
for shore. The sight of those 
snoW’-i'overed peaks was any 
thing but inspiring. On the 
average every stamfiedei h id 
to pack a Ion of pruvi.sions and 
equipment over the summits 
to Lake Bi'niiett. a distance of 
over 40 miles. Newspapei cor 
resjiondents, ■ st»nt iMith to 
ehet'k on the trails and move 
ments of the stampedeis. .sent 
duscouraging dispatche.^.: 

‘‘Trails terrible. Harder 
work than we have ever seen 
performed by man. Trails 
getting worse daily as the 
rains cxMiie. Him-s*'^ dying 
friHn exhauHlIon and under 
noiirishmenl. < rowded rondi 
tinns atki csKifusion at both 
fikagway and Dy«*a.** 

* * * 

Real estate boominJ In hotti 
towns and the lanci.sc:i|>e was 
soon (Hiverod with tents. Many 
decidi'ii t( remain in Skagw'ay 
or Dyea and take adv.sntagc 
of the boom in land and build 
ing activity. Saloon.s. restau 
rants, dance halls, lodging 
houses and hotels were bqin'j 
rushed to completion. Exjreri- 
enced mining c.amp followerf 
s<x>n I'C^liM'd that this vast 
htiman throng could not pos 
sibly reach the Klondike be 
fore the freezmip of the Yukon 
and that most of them would 
have ta w inter on the coa.st. 

Late in the fall of 1«47 the 
rumor spi-ead that an English 
syndicate would build a rail 
road over White P.sss. It 
proved a shock to the little 
town of Dyea. and the building 
boom there collapsed over 
night. 

^Skagway was finally sur- 
vetred and streets and town 
lot.H laid out. Incoming steam 
ers now brought in cargivcs >f 
building material in addition 
to their human freight 

W'hen the .snow began to fall 
In October, the frails became 
almost impas.sahle. On the 
Skagway trail dead horses 
were scattered clear to Lake 
Bennett. Along the late spring 
of 18148 it was reported a per¬ 
son could walk for miles on 


that frail and never touch the 
giound tor ck'ad horses. It 
wa.H repiiited that over three 
thou .sand pack horses diinl on 
the Skagway trail. 

Winicr travel bi^gan on 
slcils. Sl.imiMHicis gave up the 
Idea of leaching the Klondike 
during the fall and contented 
thcm»iclvc.H with getting then 
iHitfits to Lake Bcnn^lt. estab 
li.shing'a camp, cut Jogs and 
whips.iwiNi the lumber to build 
their lK»afs to hi' ready lor the 
ofMMiing ol navigation in the 
spiiiig. 

In the spring of 1S98 a saw 
mill was esiablisheil at I.ake 
Bi'nnell to cut lumber for 
bo^ls and sco'vs. A .sr/eable 
town develo|H*d here with r 
hotel and church and the Bart¬ 
lett IhothtM.s, who had op«*r- 
ttled I fi.ick train on the trad 
biuli a hii^e tent bunk house, 
with I c.qMcity of about a ItJO 
bunks, with stiavy malties.ses 
an<l .1 .'.ingle blanket. Attei the 
place ha.I h«*en in operation 
about a month it iN-came badly 
iiifiH’ted with lice and tenants 
variou.'.ly calleil it “The IJarn. 
or the “Itelling Post ’ or 
“Hati-heiy.” They a<‘(*u.sed Fid 
B^ii lletl. one irf Ihe^iopi ii'tors, 
of miking ftie l>ed.s with a 
slick. 

It would lake a geniu.s to 
desci ibe the .scrambling 
ma.sses • of humanity that 
crawKsi over thu.se terrible 
trails to icach Lake FJennett, 
cut logs and whip.saw the him 
ber for their boats. As the 
Bald of the Yukon. Robert 
W. .Set vice described it: 

*•%%> heard the call aitd we 
slaked <Hir all; 

We were plungers plaving 
blind. 

And n«» man eared lu»w his 
neighbor fared. 

And no man lookeii behind; 
l-itr a ruthless greed was 
iMirn of need. 

.And the weakling went to 
lire wall. 

.A <-nrse mi^ht avail where a 
prayer wimld fail. 

As th«‘ g«4d Inst erased ns 
all.- 

It Is safe to say fully haif 
the .siampe«lei .s that arriverl at 
Skagway or Dyea in the fa'I 
of 1887. after a few days on 
that trail, turned back and 
went home discourage 1. 
Steamers carried almost as 
many passengers south on 
their return trip a.s they did 
north. 

The hardy adventurers who 
marcheil on in the face of all 
the hardships showed a rare 
tenacity. 

Oh a tree at the foot of 
White Pass summit some 
tired wag had scribbled;* 


“From its windings In and 
ojit, 

l^eaves one's mind in serious 
diHibt 

As to whelli«*r the guy wrtm 
marked tills route 
W as going to hell or coming 
out." 

The slampeders marched in 
single file over tiie narrow', 
muildy tiail with their heavy 
packs. You had to get there 
unck^r your ow'n power. No 
chame lo thumb your way. If 
you want«*d lo rest you step- 
ptxl out ot line and the gap 
would be quickly filled from 
bi'hind. 

Many found the struggle 
hcartbrcakjng, few enjoyed 
ttie ailveniuie. Many died on 
those trails a.s spinal meningi¬ 
tis and other ills cau.siHi by 
fatigue, e.xpo.sure and the lack 
of pioisM nouii.shmcnt struck 
down the vvt‘aker and phy¬ 
sically unfit. During the late 
f dl of 1887 provisions could be 
bouglit cheapi'r in .Skagway 
and Dyea than in Seattle as 
.'o many of the di.scouragi*d 
siampi'rlers sold their outfits 
foi anything they could get 
and headed home. 

Tlie spring of 1H8H found 
Skagway wide open and 
btMNiiiiig. Tile gold rush 
iialurally alt rinded the mn- 
men. gaiiihlers and criminal 
ek'iiieiit. The cro\vd«vJ iiuidi- 
tkoi, with nearly e\ery«»ne 
carrying some money ini his * 
p«‘rsori. and law eiiforcemciit 
ahiHist unknown, was made 
t«i order for this gang of 
crooks. 

A clever, ministerial looking 
gent s]torting the character¬ 
istic .sobriquet of “Soapy 
Smith." so named because he 
had piHldU'd soap on the 
streets of Gri'ede and Cripple 
i'H*ek. Colorado, appeannl in 
town with a well organized 
gang of crooks. While Skag¬ 
way was nevet proud of her 
notorious outlaw, the story of 
the .siampiMe would not be 
complete without their men¬ 
tion. 

Smith’s reign of terror in 
Skagway followed a familiar 
pattern. His gang of crooks 
arvd .swindlers mingled among 
the stampiMier.s on the trail, 
ever on tlx* lookout for a "pay- 
streak." 

The climax came when a 
Klondike miner by the name 
of Stew ait was robtred of 
$2..V)0 in gold du.st in the back 
room of Smiths saloon. A 
committee of vigilantes that 
had been formed to deal with 
Smith and his gang called on 
him and advised him to return 
the gold du.st to Stewart. He 
refused, stating the man lost 
his money in a square game. 
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The vigilantes thereupon led 
the entire town in a declara¬ 
tion ol war against the crim¬ 
inals. 

A meeting was arranged at 
the Sylvester dock to consider 
a plan ot action. Four men 
VMere stationed at the town ap¬ 
proach to the dock to see that 
only members of the Commit¬ 
tee entered the building. One 
of these was Frank H. Reid, 
a civil engineer, town sur¬ 
veyor. and one of the most a<> 
live membera of the commit¬ 
tee. He previously had been 
engages! in two or three argu¬ 
ments with Smith and con- 
•ideiahle enmity existed be¬ 
tween tlie two men. Reid was 
well aware of Soapy’s recoid 
and (k'spised him: and Smith 
had a good deal of lespect for 
Reid w ho at one time had gone 
to Smith's place with the firm 
Intention of killing him and 
putting an end to his depreda¬ 
tions. Smith was in a back 
room and refused to come out.

Dot of the thousanda of 

stampeders that crossed those 
summits of Chllcoot and White 
l*ass, scarcely a thousand 
rtached the Klondike in 1W7. 
Another thousand probably 
wintered in Skar^way or at 
I.ake Bennett. A few ventuied 
over the winter tiail with dog 
or hoi'se-drawn slc<K, going as 
far as the lower end of Lake 
l^aBarge. to build their boats 
and be ready for thc' opening 
of navigation In the spring. 

It was fortunate that not 
more stampeders airived in 
Dawson In the fall of lpP7 as 
those who did not have enough 
provisions to carry them 
through until the following 
s|>rlng would have to go on 
tiown the river lo Fort Yukon, 
where the river boats had been 
caught, nnahle to cross the 
Yukon Flats owing to low 
water. 


The Northwtest Mounted Po- 
Wce had posted notices in Daw¬ 
son and aking the cirnks noti¬ 
fying aH those who did not 
have siif)ricient grub lo carry 
them thiinugh the winter to go 
down river lo Fort Yukon 
wliere paovisions oouki be ob¬ 
tained. 


Fldorado and Bonanza mine 
owners were s^-ouring the 
waterfront in Dawson seeking 
men who had provisions 
enough I© carry them through 
the winter, offering $1.'^ a day 
for miners. Dawson saw real 
Inflation at work that fall and 
winter when flour sold for 
$125 for a 50p«>und sack. 
( arMlIes were $1 each. They 
were badly needed by the 
miners to use In the drifts. 
Coal oH was $25 a gallon and 
almost uno^inable There 
were no restauiants, laundries.

There waa ao proper bar. For such oera- 
aloaa. a few bottles of whisky and gla were 
kept la a cheap aaetal cabiaet painted dark 
grera. 

Behind a dr.ih curtain acro&s thU ro«>m was a 
sink where the glasses could be r1n.s*»d. dl-'^hes 
washed, and coki water drawrn from a brass tap 
for mixing with the drinks. 

Round the walls stood a line of odd chairs on 
s* which the distinguished visitors sat, while await¬ 
ing their appointments with the War Cabinet. 

No two chairs were alike; a second hand sales¬ 
room had been raasacked to find easy chairs 
with soft ;rTj4. wooden chairs without arms, even 
kitchen and dining ro<»in chairs of a surprising 
variety. 

On the walls hung bad pri lU of the Knglish 
countryside, and in one corner a gigantic photo¬ 
graph of a royal hou.se |»arty at Balmoral in the 
reign of Edward VII. 

The sad. soft •yes of kings whose coun¬ 
tries no hinger existed |ieered frtun umler 
stiff naval caps and tup hats at the men who 
were waiting lu reapportion their aid 
frontiers. 

And every day came a regular remlndei pf the 
ch.'«nged status of the monarch 

At ten o'clfM-k pietisely. a beautifully main¬ 
tained broughhani. varnished in maroon, picked 
out in gilt, arrived fnvn Buckingham Palace at 

* the entrance In -Storey*s-gale with tw’O liveried 
men. 

They were given a rt*d leather hi»x. stamped 
with the royal arms in gold, which coiitained the 
latest reports from all war fronts. 

Winter and .summei, daintily picking its way 
past the bomb holes and the rubble of ruined 

• streets, the magnificently grooineii hor.s«*s would 
bring the brougham back to the Pala<*e where the 
King, more secure in his people's affertion than 
any British ji^wereign had ever been, would study 
the secret ile-ipatches. 

I N THE MAIN corridm of The Hole a wooden 
board was fitte«l against the wall. re.M>mbling 
the departure indicattH* at a railway .station. 

These lviard.s gave news of the weather In 
London 150 f**el above: COLD, SL^N.Nl. or FINE! 
Mr. Ranee, the caretaker, had a private ' ioke. 
VVheh an exi-eplionally heavy air raid was in 
progress ab<ive he would put up on his weather 
hoard the word WINDY. 

Tlie furnishings, even of Mr Churchill's din¬ 
ing room and .small bedioom (wtiere his daughter 
Mar>’ stYnetimcs .slept on a camf» bed when on 
leave ..om the A.T.S.i were simple 

There was a ewer for w ashing water on a table, 
a china Si>ap dish with a lid. a nirror on a .stand. 
Instead of hsikinc like tbe sleeping 
quarters of the British Prh ae Minister. .Mr. 
Churchill's isams was p4 idnlnly furnished as 
aa attic la aa KarU i ourt npnriment house. 


The room* of the other mfnf.ster* and servfct* 
chiefs were equally. spartan In their equipment. 
Ind«*ed the bedriKims weie all bc small and nar* 
row’ that 'hey resembled prli><*n cells, a.td since tha 
occupants’ nime were on a list for extermination 
or IIle imprisonment should Hitler succeed in 
invading this c<»untry, one officer remarked to 
Hollis; "We should be all light, if he only Jails 
us. WVve got used to Ihing like prisoners 
in cells!" 

Beneath this floor were further dormitories 
for men and w^imen employed on secretarial and 
cleiical duties. 

These were at such a depth beneath London 
that gigantic sewer.s, water pipes, and gas mains 
ran through the rooms, and. should any of these 
have been cracjred by a bomb explo^ion. the fate 
of everyone beneath ground would have been 
terrible. 

These nwims were ovefmn with great raU 
th M-otlled over the beds, making tt»e nIghU 
alive with the clatter of their claws. 

Lights burned j-ontlnuously. for so far beneath 
the ground the hours of the «I«Hk had no mean¬ 
ing. and day and night lost all significance. 

Sometimes however a 'Ulb would fall, and 
then, in the da^kne^* of this lower level, en¬ 
tombed beneath tht capital, the gloom would be 
piero»d by pairs of blight gi«*en bead.s; the eyes 
of the rats. 

S E:crRITY AT THE HOLE was always strict. 

The guards had orders to allow no stranger 
In. no matter who he claimed to be. 

Hollis remember* one e.xception to this rule. 
He had Just lak»*n on his staM a young officer. 
Major Antony Head, later Mini.ster for War and 
Defeiwe. 

Hollis's |»ers<»nal assistant, a Mr. W. R Jones, 
who bore a striking resemblance to Mr. Robert¬ 
son Hare, with similar speexh. bald head, and 
luguhrifHis leatures, was asked to escort Major 
Head to The Hole. 

At the outer door of The Hole Jones produced 
his own pa.ss and was about to lead the major 
past the .sentry, when the Royal Marine on duty 
stuck his tommy-gun in his stomach 

"No r*ne's allowed here without a pass,'* he 
said, niidding towards Head, who had not yet been 
l-ysued with one. 

“Bur this officer Is working for Colonel Hollis. 
f( is lm|M>rative that he gets to his office.*' leplied 
Jones ^ 

Tlie .sent y remained adamant; no one was 
allowed through without a ^tass. Argument raged 
b**tween them as politely as possible and suddenly 
Jones stamped his foot in annoyance. 

"Lxik here, corporal? ” he said in his most Rob- 
ert'^rm Hare voke. *‘You know who I am. Wc’v# 
not come here to be' faggc'd about?” 

A smile crossed the homely features of the 
sentry. No enemy couM speak like this; tMs 
was the langoage of a true-born EngHshman. 

He rt’nMived his tommy-gun fr<Hn the major's 
sttunach at ome. 

“Pass, friend.** he sakl. 

In complete ct>ntra.'4 to the spartan conditions 
of The Hole In The (]u>und was the Prime 
Minister's House at Chequers, “the mo.st extra¬ 
ordinary |»lace fiom which to run a war." writes 
General Hvdlis. "a beautiful country house with 
none of the official amcnifiex of Whitehall. 

“It was. of course, a most gracious butldihg 
with lovely rooms and pictures, but It had only 
two telephones, and all the work had to be trans- ^ 
act<»d in f»ne small office. 

“At Ch«*quers dinner was usually .served about 
9 p.m. and la.sted till about 11 when the eompany 
would repair up^airs to .see a movie, usually one 
of the latest available. 

“If it was my duty w<*ek-end at Chequers I u.schI 
to hof>e that I ro take a back seat at the film 
and perhaps have a little lioze before rt'siiming 
the work whkit I knew would be required of me 
later in the evening. 

“I waa seldom able to achieve this respite 
because the Old Boss, as wi c-alled Churchill, 
wonld .sav. “Come and sit beside me.’ 

“E'rom time to time he would leave the room 
to sec if there were any telegrams, and on his 
r<*turn he would expevt an airurate recapitulation 
of what had o<TUired on the screen during his 
ahs**ncc. 

"I>ire was the castigation one would leceive 
If the M-port was not particiilarlv accurate or 
informative Churchill's fav<7uiile film was L»dy 
Hamilton and I think I saw tnis no loss than 
eight times. 

‘Churchill was alw'ays a charming host, but in 
spite of this, and the good b)od and hospitality, 
a week-end at Chexjuers as duty officer was by 
no means a picnic, and work was the prevailing 
topic from early morn to dewy eve. 

•'ll was almost a relief to get back to the 
more ordered routine of Whitehall . .
